amount of rubber her growers could 
produce, and thereby kept the price at 
a high level, taking many millions of 
dollars from American consumers. 


Itrvvas fine while it lasted. But the 


high prices it caused stimulated Dutch 
rubber growers to expand their acre- 
age, and also drove a number of 
Americans into the business of acquir- 
ing their own plantations. 


As a result, the Stevenson act has 


been abandoned. The monopoly has 
been broken to pieces—broken largely 
because of an tmwise attempt: to keep 
prices above their natural economic 
level. 


The modern world being what it is,

advertising are rapidly giving way

Progressive con- 
cerns are studying their 
markets 


before they launch their advertis- 
ing. 
They do not merely make a 


sudden decision to advertise, then, 
make a guess at how much 
they 


will spend on it, and finally select 
their newspapers and magazines on 
a purely arbitrary basis.
